they might in Vienna. 
When the 
large cups of strong black coffee 
arrive they 're topped with gener­ 
ous helpings of snowy whipped 
cream . 
Tlie y oung girls who have just 
walked in settle for coffee mocha. 
Served in tall mugs, this combin­ 
ation of coffee and hot chocolate 
is invitingly frothy . 
Several y oung men with Austra­ 
lian accenu order coffee foam — 
made with egg.s. milk, sy rup and 
coffee whipped together. 
It's said 
to be a *’dowTi under” favorite. 
Ov-er there two older men, deep 
in discussion, each lift a footed 
glass filled with a clear brown 
brew and a bobbing curl of lemon 
peel.

Should y ou 
feel the coffee y ou prepare could 
be improved, y ou may wish to con­ 
sider grinding the beans as y ou

mill that fits over the motor of an 
♦lectric blender does a good job of 
grinding coffee. 
You can adjust

coffee maker.

First they throw

“ .Actually, Europe is dead cul­ 
turally,” she insists. “ It is a great 
schoolhouse, but more is now hap­ 
pening culturally here. We are the 
new center of Western culture." 
Miss Merrill, dark-eyed and at­ 
tractive. can approach the subject 
with some perspective. 
At 30 she is .sole owner and man­ 
ager of a phonograph recording 
firm which for the first time in 
history is recording in its entirety 
some of the great forgotten music 
of the .Middle Ages. Her projected 
10-album series of medieval melo­ 
dies has aroused the prai.se of mu­ 
sicologists throughout the world. 
No really scholarly job of re­ 
cording music of this period had 
been attem pted before Miss Mer­ 
rill founded her firm. 
“Today 
it 
is 
definitely 
long, 
longhair music’,’ she said. “ But 
merely because it is old. 
The 
tunes are still fresh and lovely. 
“ It is mainly religious music, 
and some was composed to be 
performed 
in certain cathedrals 
or chapels.” 
One of her prizes is the first 
known English love song, “ Bird 
on the Brier,” 
One of the stanzas reads: 
“ I’m so happy, bright bird on 
the brier, 
“ When I .see that gracious lady, 
‘She is white of limb, lovely, 
true, 
“She is fair, the flower of all.” 
Wrinkling her own pert nose. 
Miss Merrill rem arked, smilingly: 
“ It is easy to see that love songs 
haven’t changed much.” 
The music isn’t simple. An or 
dinary commercial record of mod­ 
em music is made in six hours. 
Miss Merrill’s artists rehearse up 
to two or three months, then spend 
three evenings to m ake a record 
ing. 
“ The farther back most music 
goes the more difficult it is to 
perform ,” she said. 
“It really 
tests the talent of the most gifted 
singers and instrumentalists. 


This may explain why, although 
most of the people who buy the 
records are members of the pro­ 
fessional 
or 
intellectual classes, 
the appeal is slowly spreading. 
“ Even the dyed-in-the-wool jazz 
fans are getting interested,” said 
Miss Merrill, “because this music 
m arks the beginning of improviza- 
tion in a jazz sen.se.”

spending of considerable cash on th# 
part of the city . 
As repeatedly said before the weather 
was unkind to Sedalia streets this pa« t 
winter just as it was to those in many 
other localities. 
For instance in War- 
rensburg 289 tons of dirt have already 
been t:âken off the streets there in the 
past three weeks. 
April rains slowed 
down this work the same as it did in 
Sedalia. 
“The winter and spring have 
beeen exceptionally rough on Warrens- 
burg streets and holes which were filled 
when it was thought snow and freezing 
weather were at an end,” say s the Star- 
Journal. 
Even the streets of Tampa, Florida 
suffered as the Tribune there comments: 
“The average Tampan is avidly looking 
for a stretch of weather approaching 
normalcy . 
Not to be forgotten are the 
public officials entrusted with maintain­ 
ing streets and roads. These heavy rains 
have cau.sed many thoroughfares literal­ 
ly to go to pot (holes). Maintenance budg­ 
ets reach only so far. 
That’s it—tho.se maintenance budgets! 
If there’s any complaint about inade­ 
quate allocation of funds to fix up Se­ 
dalia’s streets let’s review the’ rules of 
Dr. Burt on how to make such a com­ 
plaint effective.

It Rich.” who dom inated the Washington social 
•cene for m any y ears and whose husband wa« 
a close friend of President Harding. 
A Sm ith­ 
sonian .spokovsman refused to com m ent on the 
deal except to say that an announcem ent m ight 
be expected in a few weeks. 
The M cLean estate reportedly had been unable 
to sell the Hope diamond because of a .super­ 
stition that it brought bad luck. 
M rs. McLean 
herself believed in its bad-luck reputation, y et 
she clung to the jewel. 
Her son was run over by an automobile, her 
husband died in an insane asy lum , and her only 
daughter died of an overdose erf sleeping pills 
When Mr.s. McLean was asked why .she didn’t 
get nd of the diam ond, she explained that M 
wcHild only bring bad luck to someone else. 
After her death. Suprem e Court Justice Frank 
Murphy and ex-truslbu.sier Thurm an Arnold, ex­ 
ecutors of her will, found the fam ous diam ond, 
plus $4,000,(100 worth of other jewelry , stowed 
in shoeboxe.s in .Mrs M cLean's bedroom.

WASHINGTON — Last week Ike 
turned red and then white with 
rage because a question at his 
press conference reflected w-hat he 
obviou.sly con.siders stupid and un­ 
fair criticism s of his m ilitary re­ 
organization plan. 
The heart of these criticism s is 
that Ike’s plan is .*o broad that it 
would enable some future Defense 
Secretary and or President to cre­ 
ate a per.*onal m ilitary force by 
abolishing the traditional .services. 
.At the very mom ent Ike was 
blowing his stack. Defense Secre­ 
tary M cElroy , w’ho was testify ing 
before the House .Armed Services 
Com m ittee, where Ike’s critics are 
concentrated, began a strategic re­ 
treat. M cEIroy said he would con­ 
sider changes in the plan which 
would assure the continuation of 
the separate services even if some 
of their units are assigned to uni­ 
fied com m ands. 
M cElroy also junked 
one 
ad­ 
m inistration 
argum ent: 
that 
the 
plan would cut the defense bill. 
He conceded that no m ajor econ­ 
omies were likely by reason of its 
approval. 
The S ecretary ’s w ithdraw al to 
a new. but unprepared, line con­ 
tinued Friday . He opened the door 
to substantial changes 
in 
Ike’s 
plan by agreeing that its language 
was "unnecessarily broad." 
This w as followed by a flurry 
from Augusta, to which Ike had 
repaired for a weekend of golfing. 
Ike. or someone on his staff, aw ak­ 
ened to the fact that M cElroy had 
com e perilously close to conceding 
the whole show. So Ike reiterated 
his determ ination to fight for the 
es.sentials of the plan. 
That brings up an 
interesting 
que.stion, W’hat parts of it are es­ 
sential? One aim of the adm ini­ 
stration, according to .McElroy , i.* 
to elim inate com m and am biguities 
of the present set-up 
Hence the 
very 
broad 
language, 
of 
which 
the House Armed Services Com­ 
m ittee IS critical, that might en­ 
able the Defense Secretary to in­ 
corporate one service 
with 
an­ 
other. 
The nature of modern w arfare 
is at the root of the problem . As 
Ike has said, any future cam paign 
would involve each of the services 
in a com bined operation. 
P rac­ 
tically speaking, a com bined op­ 
eration dem ands a unified com ­ 
m and. 
Building 
up 
the 
unified 
com m and would m ean assigning 
units from each of the service.*.

test of 16,000 oil change sam ples 
showed that in 35 per cent of the 
sam ples antifreeze had leaked into 
the oil sy stem and threatened en­ 
gine perform ance.
